Yom  Kippur,  the  solemn  Day 
of  Atonement,  will  be  ushered  in 
at  sunset  on  Tuesday  evening, 
September  28.  Culminating  ten 
days  of  prayer  and  penitence,  this 
holiday  is  characterized  by  a 
twenty-four  hour  period  of  total 
fasting  and  abstinence  from  mate- 
rial pursuits.  This  emphasizes  man’s 
essence  as  a spiritual  and  holy 
being  and  his  need  to  live  in 
accordance  with  God’s  command- 
ments. 

According  to  Jewish  tradition, 
Moses  descended  from  Mount 
Sinai  with  the  tablets  of  the  Ten 
Commandments  on  the  tenth  day 
of  Tishre  (the  Hebrew  date  upon 
which  Yom  Kippur  falls)  and 
brought  the  people  the  good  news 
that  the  sin  of  the  golden  calf  had 
been  forgiven;  therefore,  the  tenth 


of  Tishre  was  ordained  as  a day  of 
forgiveness  for  all  time  to  come. 

This  day,  set  aside  for  penitence 
and  moral  regeneration,  is  the  only 
one  for  which  Jewish  law  pres- 
cribes fasting,  the  most  intense 
form  of  devotion  and  contri- 
tion. On  that  day,  the  Rabbis 
state,  people  resemble  the  angels, 
without  human  wants,  without 
sins,  linked  together  in  love  and 
peace. 

Religious  services  on  Tuesday 
evening  begin  at  6.30  p.m.  Servi- 
ces on  Wednesday  commence  at 
8.00  a.m.  and  continue  until  sunset 
that  day  when  the  holiday  is  con- 
cluded with  a long  single  blast  of 
the  shofar.  While  these  times  are 
fairly  general,  worshippers  should 
consult  their  own  Synagogue  bul- 
letins for  specific  times.

Vaad  Report

President,  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha'lr 


(These  remarks  were  made  by  Mr.  Palmer  following  his  election 
as  President  at  the  31st  Annual  Genera! Meeting) 

I have  always  regarded  the  position  of  President  of  the  Vaad  as 
an  honour  - a privilege  - and  a responsibility.  1 must  begin  there- 
fore, by  thanking  each  of  you  for  your  vote  of  confidence.  1 feel 
deeply  honoured  that  you  have  seen  fit  to  elect  me  to  this  high 
office.  It  is  a challenge  which  1 do  not  accept  lightly  and  I pledge 
myself  and  my  fellow  officers  to  the  advancement  of  Jewish  life 
in  Ottawa  and  elsewhere. 

I am  proud  to  be  a member  of  this  community.  We  have  our 
differences  of  opinion  but  the  founding  fathers  of  the  Vaad  acted 
wisely  when  they  created  an  organization  which  makes  it  possible 
for  all  shades  and  opinions  to  be  represented  and  to  be  heard.  The 
reputation  we  have  as  a united  community  is  true.  We  act  in 
unison  on  issues  which  are  important  - in  behalf  of  Israel,  in 
support  of  Jewish  education,  in  public  relations  and  in  our 
determination  to  develop  a meaningful  Jewish  life  for  our 
children  and  our  children’s  children. 


The  Festival  of  Succot  begins 
on  the  evening  of  the  15th  day  of 
Tishre,  corresponding  this  year  to 
Sunday  evening,  October  3.  It  is 
observed  for  nine  days  of  which 
the  first  two  and  last  two  days  are 
full  holidays  and  the  intervening 
days  half  holidays. 

Referred  to  also  as  the  Festival 
of  Booths  or  Tabernacles,  Succot 
is  a reminder  of  the  forty  years 
wandering  of  the  children  of  Israel 
in  the  wilderness  after  their  deli- 
verance from  Egyptian  bondage. 
During  that  time,  they  were  com- 
pelled to  live  in  tents  or  building 


booths  wherever  they  stopped. 

On  Shemini  Atzeret  (the  Eighth 
Day  of  Solemn  Assembly),  the 
Scroll  of  Ecclesiastes  is  read  to 
remind  people  of  the  transient 
character  of  life,  memorial  services 
for  the  departed  are  recited  and  a 
prayer  is  offered  so  that  the  earth 
may  produce  bountiful  crops  next 
year. 

The  ninth  day,  Simchat  Torah, 
is  the  most  joyous  day  of  the 
festival  as  it  marks  the  annual 
completion  and  commencement  of 
the  reading  of  the  Law  in  the 
Synagogue.

We  are  reasonably  disciplined,  more  responsive  than  most  com- 
munities and  fortunate  that  those  who  came  before  us  laid 
foundations  upon  which  we  can  build  for  the  future.  The  men 
and  women  we  succeed  gave  strong  leadership  themselves  while 
looking  for  others  to  take  over  when  the  time  came.  The  history 
of  the  past  30  to  40  years  is  Filled  with  illustrious  names  of 
individuals  who  gave  service  not  only  to  the  Jewish  community  of 
Ottawa  but  throughout  Canada  and  beyond  the  seas.  When  the 
history  of  Ottawa  Jewry  is  written,  as  I hope  it  will  be  soon,  their 
names  will  occupy  an  honoured  and  lasting  place. 

For  the  past  three  years,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  observe  the 
work  of  the  Vaad  at  closer  range.  Progress  has  been  made 
on  many  fronts  and  I salute  my  predecessors  for  the  significant 
advances  they  made  during  their  regimes.  There  is  much  left  to 
do.  I do  not  see  myself  in  the  role  of  trail-blazer  but  it  is  certain 
that  we  must  be  constantly  alert  to  the  need  for  change  as  condi- 
tions themselves  change.  More  specifically,  I believe  that  during 
the  coming  year  we  must  complete  the  revision  of  the  Constitu- 
tion; refine  our  methods  of  fund-raising;  push  ahead  on  our 
Bequests  and  Endowments  program;  take  a good  look  at  formal 
Jewish  education;  deal  seriously  and  quickly  with  the  problems  of 
youth;  show  our  kids  at  University  that  we  are  with  them;  develop 
more  effective  means  of  communication  between  the  central 
body  and  the  Jewish  community  at  large.  And  last,  but  by  no 
means  least,  we  must  continue  to  aid  Israel  with  all  the  energy  and 
effort  we  can  muster. 

One  of  our  Sages  once  said,  “it  is  not  thy  duty  to  complete 
the  work,  but  neither  art  thou  free  to  desist  from  it.”  I take  this 
admonition  as  the  clarion  call  for  my  administration.  We  will  not 
complete  all  there  is  to  do  but  believe  me,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
we  shall  do  our  part  to  add  another  significant  chapter  to  the  saga 
of  Jewish  community  development,  whose  custodian  I become 
today.  With  God’s  help,  and  your  co-operation,  I hope  we  can 
succeed.

1971  United  Jewish  Appeal 
Approaches  $987,000  Figure 


David  Loeb,  General  Chairman 
of  the  1971  United  Jewish  Appeal 
and  Israel  Emergency  Campaign 
has  reported  that  the  campaign 
has  reached  $986,922  in  contribu- 
tions. Final  returns  may  boost  the 
total  to  $990,000. 

This  represents  the  highest 
amount  ever  raised  by  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  in  Ottawa  with  the 
exception  of  1967,  when  unpre- 
cedented heights  were  reached 
throughout  the  world  in  response 
to  the  Six  Day  War. 


Israel’s  needs  are  more  pressing 
than  they  were  in  1967  and  many 
donors  responded  by  matching  and 
in  some  cases  surpassing  their  1 967 
gifts.  Although  the  1971  campaign 
fell  slightly  short  of  the  original 
objective,  the  campaign  succeeded 
in  raising  $60,000  more  than  last 
year. 

The  community’s  appreciation 
to  David  Loeb  and  his  team  was 
expressed  at  a Kovod  Evening  on 
June  8.

J.C.C.  Library  at  your  Disposal 


Many  in  the  Jewish  community 
have  come  to  know  and  appreciate 
the  wealth  of  books  and  other 
materials  which  are  to  be  found 
on  the  shelves  of  the  Library  at 
the  Jewish  Community  Centre. 
There  are  now  over  3,000  books 
on  every  conceivable  Judaic  sub- 
ject; most  are  in  English,  others 
are  in  Hebrew  and  in  Yiddish. 

Perhaps  less  well  known  are  the 
excellent  periodicals  which  arrive 
on  a regular  basis.

Congress  Bulletin  and  several  other 
monthlies.  The  Yiddish  daily,  Der 
Tag,  arrives  regularly. 

In  recent  months,  the  music 
and  record  section  of  the  Library 
has  been  greatly  increased.  Excel- 
lent records  in  Yiddish,  Hebrew 
and  cantorial  music  are  available 
to  anyone  who  cares  to  hear  them. 
Special  phonographic  equipment 
makes  it  possible  for  the  listener 
alone  to  hear  the  music  without 
disturbing  others  in  the  Library.
